‘Harwintos may weil be proad of the plot of hallowed 
ground tenanted by the founders of the town, it is a herd 
tage worthy of their carefal attention 

It has heen ay gee’ fortune te have sisted Harwinton 
for several summers: spending a few days, a week of 
mute cach vear among its life giving hills. The oil 
ftombstanes in the gravevard near the church interested 
we atl T improved the epportunity ta copy thei, it 
Was 8 pleawant though not an easy Lask, many of the 

iinuriptions being amiewhat dificalt to decipher.

HISTORICAL SKETCH. 

Here and there in the state of Connecticut are afew 
towns dating hack to Colonial times, into which ne rail- 
road has entered, no trolley line invaded, where the 
changes of passing years have been few and descendants 
of early settlers still occupy or own houses snd tands 
within its borders, 

Harwinton, among the Litchfield County hills is such 
a place; few of the old houses remain. but along the 
highway may be seen a clump of lilac bushes, a bed of 
tausy or an old well marking the site of an early habita- 
tien. 

Harwinton derives is name from the joint ownership 
of its lands by Hartford-Town people and Windsor- 
Tawn peaple —Har-Win-tawa,—Harwinton. 

The first settlers came aa early a8 t730, olhers finding 
the soil good and the land cheap soon joined them. until 
iu the year 1737 the number bad increased to 117 this 
year the town was incorporated. Provision wax made 
for the support of the gospel] ministry” and the erection 
of a meeting house; bat it wasnot until iesa the build. 
ing. a plain frame structure so by 35 feet, was comple- 
te, Here at last after meeting at the houses af the 
imemibers the society fonnd a home. Close hy was tin 
parsonage and farm of their pastor, Rev. Andrew Baz 
tholomew, whe served the church from 174% to 2773. 

Mr. Bartholomew was horn in Wallingford, Coni., in 
171g: a graduate of Vale College inrzat. That he was 
aman of goodness and piety, with wiser and judge: 
tient is evident fram his lengthty pastorate over a pes: 
pie somewhat inclined. according to rhe id recorix, as 
be disputations, 
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Near by, on the corner where the old road turns. was 
the burying place, a plot of ground reserved for the bur- 
ial of the dead. 

In an old deed in the writers possession dated Sepiem- 
ber 19, 1745. Dauiel and Samtiel Messenger convey a 

tract of land to John Ellery of Hartford, bounded uorth 

on the highway or county road: west on Jand seqnested 
for a burial place in part and in part belonging to John 
Ellery; and easterly on our own Jand,”’ containing seven 
acres, one rood and five perch. 

it was the custom among the early settlers of the 
country to bury their dead near their habitations, later 
burial places were set aside for the purpose. 

Doubtless some of the Harwinton settlers followed the 
custoin of the time for a few years, the earliest dated. 
stone is that of 1743. ...- ia * 

The venerable pastor who in serving the people for 
thirty-six years had married, baptized and buried many 
of his cogregation was at last buried in the midst of his 
parishioners. A well preserved stone records a tribute 
to departed worth. 

Rev. David Perry, who succeeded Mr. Bartholomew, 
was ordained February 15, 1774. his pastorate continued. 
until December 23, 1783. Mr. Perry was a native of 
Stratford, where he was born in 1745. a graduate of 
¥ale College, class of 1772. During the interim before 
the settlement of a third pastor, Rev. Caleb Alexander 
supplicd the pulpit for a period, others come with a view 
of setlument, it was not, however, until March 3. 1790 
that Rev, Joshua Williams, who had -reesived the unan- 
imous call of church and society, was ardained, 

Rev. Joshua Williams was born February 3, 1761 in 
Rocky Hill, then a part of Wethersfield: He studied 
at Vale College graduating in 1780 ina class of twenty- 
seven, five of whom became ministers of the gospel. OF
